Claim 20, as far as it is definite, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by United States Patent No. 4,764,313 (Cameron et al. hereinafter). 

Cameron et al. show a wind turbine 42 which is tethered to anchor weights (col. 
4, lines 60-64), wherein the wind turbine 42 is supported by a foundation 10 which is 
used for fish farming (col. 1 , lines 1 3-1 5).
